Storing Fruits for W inter. 


EAR AILEEN,—One interesting out- 
come of this much-discussed “ world 

“ depression” is the interest that is now 
being taken by many women in the homes 
that. heretofore were left to the often casual 
eare of servants. Possibly this home interest 
may also be due to the great scarcity of 
domestic help. Whatever the cause, the 
result is found in brighter homes, daintier 
furnishings, improved ments and better- 
stocked larders. One real stand-by for these 
last is the preservation of the fruits and 
vegetab'es of summer for use in the autumn 
and winter. Not only*does this foresight 
ensure greater variety in the winter menus; 
it also effects a very real economy financially. 


Bottling Methods. 


There are, of course, several methods of 
bottling, but my experience is that the 
simpler the method the better the result. At 
the moment gooseberries are on’ the market, 
and if purchased from the grower they will 
probably be cheaper and fresher. See that 
they are under-ripe and perfectly clean, dry, 
topped and tailed. Wash and dry the 
preserving bottles, which may seem a 
trifle expensive to buy, but, once pur- 
chased, will. do. duty ‘for years . to 
come. Fill the bottles with fruit, 
and cover the fruit completely with a syrup 
prepared in the following manner :—To a 
yound of -sugar allow two quarts of water. 
Boil the water and sugar together until the 
syrup gets stringy—you can test the correct 
“- stringyness ” by pressing a drop between 
the first finger and thumb—if no cord forms 
then the syrup requires further boiling. 
When the fruit has been covered by the 
syrup place the tops loosely on each bottle, 
and stand them in a preserving pan of cold 
water. Keep the bottles from touching by 
folding a long piece of cloth in and out he- 
tween each one: Bring the water in the pan 
slowly to the. boil, and then boil briskly for 
twelve minutes. Next screw on the tops 
securely, and leave the bottles in the water 
until it becomes quite cold. Afterwards 
wipe’ the outside of the bottles, polish off 
with a soft cloth, and put into a dry storing 
place until required for use. 

This method can be used for any fruit, 
except, perhaps, stawberries. These are too 
soft, and are more suitable for jam-making 
than bottling. Vegetables are treated in just 
the same manner, sugar being, of course, 
omitted. Instead salt and pepper should be 
added to equal quantities of water and 
vinegar. 


Serving Fruit. 


A most economical way of serving stewed 
fruit when cream is scarce is to whisk the 
cream into the fruit, amd serve with boudoir 
biscuits in little glass dishes. In this way 
a quarter of the amount of cream usually 
served with fruit will give quite satisfactory 
results, end vary the somewhat ordinary 
appearance of the usual service. At this 
time of year, and for the next couple of 
months, either fresh fruit or salads should 
ve served with every meal. Lettuce, radishes, 
cucumbers and tomatoes are all plentiful, 
and are full of health-giving vitamins. Cold 
meats and fish should also be used more, 
dropping porridge and soups for a time. 


Dressings. 


Salad dressings can be purchased so readily 
that, the home-made cream is little used. It 
is troublesome to make, but simple. To the 
yolk of an egg, from which all trace of white 
has been removed, add: pepper and 
mustard. Drop by drop add two table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, stirring all the time 
in the same direction, with a wooden spoon. 
Then add vinegar in same way, and lastly, 
salt. Always make salad dressing in a cool 
place, or stand the bowl in cold water while 
mixing. ‘This will keep quite well if kept 
in an air-tight jar.

“Trinity Week was the goif match between Dublin University and Liverpool University, played at 
mg be Deliymeuet, Dublin, yeotordey, The combined trams 2 Ch Seal, 
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Shannon, and ran eastwards - through 
Meath to the Boyne, which was the 
boundary from that point to the sea. 
From that time onwards the territory of 
Ulster gradually diminished, and interest- 
ing information about several of the suc- 
ceeding boundaries may be found in the 
reports of the Royal Irish Academy. In 
the year 300 the boundary ran from 
Carlingford to Bundoran, and parts of the 
great earthen wall which marked it ma 
still be seen, especially in the sou 
Armagh district at the Dorsey, or the gate 
of the Fews. In the year 332 the southern 
Irish broke through the boundary near 
Lake Muckno, at Castleblayney, sacked 
Emam Macha, the seat of the Ulster 
Kings, and slew the King of Ulster. 
Afterwards Ulster was restricted to the 
counties of Down, Antrim and part of 
Derry, the boundary being marked then 
by the River Bann, Lough Neagh and a 
great wall extending from the marshes of 
the Bann to the Newry River. In the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth Ulster regained 
some of her lost ground, and finally the 
border was marked by James I. 


Occupations for Authors. 


In “ The First Mrs. Frazer’’ Mr. St. 
John Ervine makes one of his characters 
say something to ire effect that nowa- 
days ors studies law as a preliminary to 
taking up literature as a profession. Not 
long ago I saw what seemed to me to be a 
fairly complete list of authors, giving 
their profession or trade before they took 
up literature, and it certainly - would 
appear that more authors have come from 
the legal profession than from any other 
sphere of life. Mr. Robert Graves, the 
poet, writing some time ago about the in- 
creasing need of the literary artist to have 
an income or a second string to his bow, 
went through many vocations in the hope 
of finding the ideal occupation for the 
author or poet who cannot live by his 
literary work alone. Journalism, he con- 
sidered too mentally fatiguing; medicine, 
too unimaginative; any form of com- 
merce too worrving, and, finally, if I re- 
member well, he decided that architecture 
is the most suitable occupation for the 
man of letters. Despite this, many busy 
journalists and doctors find time to write 
excellent novels. William de Morgan 
was a tile manufacturer, and I was speak. 
ing to a man not long ago who remem- 
bers Mr. James Joyce’s venture as A 
picture theatre proprietor. Charles 
Reade was a kind of assistant bursar to 
a college, and a traveller for violins and 
musical instruments while he was writing 
“ The Cloister and the Hearth.” 


A Creepu Survival. 


It was reported a while ago that the 
accidental breaking of a looking-glass so 

reyed on a man’s mind, as an omen of 
his end, that he died a few days later. 
However we may deprecate it, this mirror- 
breaking belief is a modern survival of 
one of the oldest superstitions in the 
world. The practice of turning mirrors to 
the wall, or covering them up, during an 
illness is still common all over Europe, 
and the same idea is at the back of the 
objection to photographs or portraits 
among Eastern peoples. The association 
of seven years of bad luck with a broken 
looking-glass seems to have originated 
with the Romans. They believed that the 
health of a person changed every sever 
vears, and that, as the mirror reflected 
physical condition, to break it was 
to damage the health for the current 
period. Even to-day, although they may 
not openly confess it, thousands of other- 
wise rational people are miserable if they 
happen to drop a looking-glass, or if one 
slips from its support and breaks on the 
floor.

Garlic. 


to which I have never been able to get 
accustomed is the flavour of garlic which 
hangs round so many dishes. This may 
be due to prejudice, because I doubt 
whether the smell or the taste of the 
vegetable itself is quite as unpleasant. as 
the presence of others who have ken 
of it. Garlic was introduced from the 
east to the Mediterranean area in ancient 
times. It was eaten by the tian 
yramid-builders, and afterwards by the 
ews ; but the Greeks would have none of 
it, and forbade anyone whose breath was 
tainted with garlic admittance to the 
temple of Cybele, goddess of Mother 
Earth. Roman soldiers carried it in their 
knapsacks, because it was supposed to 
stimulate pugnac.ty, and those who wished 
to escape fighting rubbed it into their 
skins, where the unpleasant rash which 
ensued secured their speedy transfer to 
the sick list. Before cocks were set io 
fight it was customary to stuff them with 
garlic, but it is not clear whether the 
treatment really stimulated the fighting 
spirit or whether the birds became more 
angry than usual through excessive 
mutual distaste. From a medicinal point 
of view garlic is a valuable plant, and its 
unpleasant aspect can Touatly be eradi- 
cated by washing it several times in boil- 
ing water. 


‘Penny Dreadfuls. 


I see that Sir Herbert Samuel does not 
entirely agree with the contention that the 
cinema has led to an increase in crime, 
but inclines to the view that this kind ot 
entertainment, on the whole, has brought 
a good deal of pleasure into the lives of 
people whose existence would otherwite be 
drab and uneventful. Undoubtedly, there 
are some films which merit the recent 
strictures of Mr. Kipling, but it would 
hardly be fair to condemn the cinema in 
general on account of the alleged affect 
of these pictures on a few neurotic and 
impressionable persons. Thirty years ago 
there was a great outcry against the tales 
of * Buffalo Bill,’’ “ Deadwood Dick.”’ 
and that marvellous inventor, “ Frank 
Reade,’’ which were popularly known as 
‘‘ penny dreadfuls.’’ I rernember well the 
eagerness with which a new volume of this 
highly exciting and romantic series was 
awaited, and the fear lest some stern 
parent or teacher might find and consign 
it to the flames before it could be read and 
exchanged for anotherone. I wonder if any 
library has a complete collection of penny 
dreadfuls. They would probably re- 
garded nowadays as quite innocuous, and I 
do not believe that they ever did any harm 
'o a healthy-minded schoolboy unless, in- 
deed, his future livelihood depended on

WARDEN’S REPORT. 


After Divine Service in the College Chapel 
the Warden, the Rev. C. B. Armstrong, 
M.A., B.D., presented his report for the past 
year.

J. Millington Sing, M.A., formerly Warden 
of St. Edward’s School, Oxford, and Bursar 
of the Woodward Schools, the Rev. Mr. Arm.

IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 
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From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Thursday. 
EW era of prosperity was fore- 
shadowed in the United Kingdom 
with the introduction of tariffs about nine 
months ago, but, although there was a 
slight improvement in some industries for 
a little while, conditions are again becom- 
ing as bad as ever, if not worse, so far £8 
Northern Ireland is concerned. The official 
figures of the Labour Exchanges show an 
increase in unemployment of 3,400 persons 
at the 23rd May as compa with 
the figures of the previous month, 
and industries, and even “political 
leaders, are pessimistic regarding the 
future. It is pointed out that 
the total on the workless roll is 
11,000 less than it was a year ago, but the 
true position is not revealed in that way. 
It is nototious that thousands of men 
and women are not eligible for unemploy- 
ment benefit, and, therefore, their names 
do not appear on the registers. The true 
barometer of the workless is to be found 
in the activities of the workhouse, and 
even there it does not record the full 
tragedy of the poor. The amounts given 
in outdoor relief have greatly increased. 
For the half-year ended 30th September 
last 7,017 persons received outdoor relief at 
a cost of £17,701, as compared with 2,872 
persons relieved at a cost of £9,106 during 
the corresponding period of the previous 
year. At the meeting of the Board 
of Guardians this week, the chair- 
man expressed anxiety for the intro- 
duction of further distress relief 
schemes to provide work for 1,800 
able-bodied unemployed men at present on 
the books. The amount spent by the 
Guardians alone in such schemes last year 
was about £50,000, and it is contended 
that even that sum could easily have been 
doubled to meet the needs of the situation. 


HOMES FOR VISITORS. 


The social customs of our land were dis- 
cussed this week by the hotel-keepers of 
the North, who are inclined to think that 
the restrictions upon tourists to our shores 
are too stringent, so far as the provision of 
alcoholic refreshment is concerned. Their 
idea is—and it seems sensible enough—that 
a hotel should be made a home for the 
visitor, and representations are to be made 
to the Government with that object in 
view. It is suggested that legislation 
should be passed on the lines of the bill 
promoted in the Imperial Parliament to 
provide for a new form of licence for hotels 
and restaurants as recommended by, the 
Licensing Comission. Ó. 

This would be keeping in step with 
Great Britain, but it might not be ver, 
popular in Ulster, with its strong temper- 
ance influence in favour of complete pro- 
hibition. Apart altogether from the 
merits or otherwise of this proves there 
is a powerful current of public opinion in 
favour of relaxing the restrictions which 
puzzle visitors to our shores and interfere 
with their habits and enjoyment. It too 
often happens for the liking of traders here 
that tourists make their way—particularly 
during week-ends—to the Free State, where 
the c_aditions are more suitable to their 
temperament during the holiday season. It 
is interesting to note that the amount 
spent on drink in Ulster annually is £2 
ibs. per head, or just half of that spent 
in Great Britain, while the consumption 
per head in the Free State is £4 1s. 


| THE HISTORICAL PAGEANT. 


Arrangements are now completed for the 
great pageant which is to be held on the 
shores of Strangford Lough on Saturday 
to commemorate the 1,500th anniversary 
of the coming of St. Patrick to begin his 
mission in Ireland. The celebration has 
been organised by the Church of Ireland 
authorities of the United Diocese of Down 
and Connor and Dromore, and everything 
possible has been done to make it histori- 
cally accurate, anything of a mythical 
nature connected with the activities of the 
Saint having been excluded. 

For instance, authorities on the subject 
declare that Ireland was always free from 
snakes, and that, therefore, they could not 
be banished; and it is also contended 
that the shamrock was never mentioned in 
any records until many centuries after the 
time of St. Patrick. Still one likes to 
cherish the old traditions which have lived 
so long in song and story, and probably 
they will always be associated with 
memories of Ireland’s Patron Saint. 

Granted good weather, the celebration 
should be a great success. It takes placo 
at the spot where Patrick landed, and 
within a short distance of where he built at 
Saul his first wattle church. The ruins of 
Audley’s Castle, which forms a background 
to the scene, lend romance and a touch 
of reality to the staging of such an historic 
and significant incident in Ireland's past 


THE FISHERY INDUSTRY. 


It is satisfactory to note that the 
fisheries of Northern Ireland are doing 
fairly well this season. The total quantity 
of fish returned as landed on our coasts 
during the month of May was 3,430 ewt., 
value £2,442. as compared with 1,936 cwt., 
worth £1,963. for the same month last 
year. The Fisheries Department of the 
Ministry of Commerce report that during 
May 2,542 cwt. of herrings, representing 
£1,464, were landed, as against 1,218 ew! 
value £1.071, for the corresponding period 
of last year. 

The fishing for shell-fish also shows an 
improvement. The crabs caught numbered 
8,825, compared with 7,565 for the similar 
period in 1951, and the lobsters 4,074, as 

ainst 2,405 last year, the total value 
of these catches being £2,695, as compared 
with £2,154 last year. The fishermen are 
to be congratulated on the result to date, 
and it is hoped that, with the continued 
development of our small harbours around 
the coast, there will be still further growth 
in this important industry The Ministry 
of Commerre, of which the Right Hon. J. 
Milne Ba: ur is the head, tá done a 
great deal recently to improve the work- 
ing conditions of our fishing fleets.

In the latter she differs somewhat from the 
Britannic, The pee dimensions are as 
follow :—Length b.p., 680ft, Oin.; breadth 
moulded, 82ft.

ARRYING a full spread of canvas, and 
E aided by a strong southerly breeze, the 
Finnish four-masted barque, Viking

the fourth of a fleetof nineteen windjammers 
racing home from Australia to make port, 
and the second to anchor in Cork Harbour. 

On boarding the Viking this afternoon I 
found Captain Alaf Hagerstrand in his cabin 
seated at his table enjoying lunch with his 
four passengers, two of whom are women. 
They are Wr Frank Heath, of London, Mr. 
Charles Van Brunt Reilly, of M&waukee, 
Miss Lena Ringbom, of Finland, whose father 
is a finnish doctor, and Miss Agnes Sprood, 
Australian born, whose mother's ancestors 
originally hailed from Limerick. 

The captain told me that his 3 Ar 
had proved excellent sailors Miss Ringbom 
proved particularly adept in all branches of 
seamanship. She went aloft on numerous 
occasions to help the sailors in managing the 
canvas, and she took her tern at the wheel 
on several occasions. 

In introducing his passengers, Captain 
Hagerstrand said, with a smile —' Miss 
Ringbom originally intended taking out a 
master mariner’s ticket, but now, think, 
she has changed her mind, and will become 
a sea captains wife instead.” | 

Miss Sprood said that she never had been 
aboard a sailing ship before, and undeztook 
the voyage because she wanted to say that 
she had accomplished a voyage round Cape 
Horn in a sailing vessel, and to gain actual 
experience of a sailor's lifé at sea in a 
typical old-time windjammer. 

‘My only disappointment,’’ she said, '' bas 
been that fight winds forced our captain to 
alter his decisicn, and round the Cape of 
Good Hope instead of Cape Horn. I shall 
certainly undertake a similar voyage again, 
and hope the next time to succeed in round- 
ing this spot, dreaded by sailors.’

NO KNIFE OR STONE FOUND. 

When the Civic Guards visited Burke 
he said that he ‘‘shoved’’ Martin Doherty, 
who had a stone or a knife at the time. li 
would be proved, said counsel, that Doherty 
had no knife, and no stone was found. 

John Doherty said that on the 9th April 
he saw Burke and his father on the road 
about 80 yards away, and heard Burke 
speaking “vicious” to his father, but he 
did not hear what was said. He saw Burke 
raise the spade and strike his father. His 
father fell on his face and Burke struck him 
twice with the spade. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McGuckin. witness 
said he was bound to the peace “in the 
wrong for threatening and abusive language 
in January last. He did not go to the relief 
of his father because he was afraid of Burke. 
He did not strike Burke. It was not true 
that witness and his father left the house 
to attack Burke, who was clearing a drain. 

Mrs. Catherine Doherty, the widow, said 
that she knew of differences between her 
husband and Burke. When Burke went to 
the. house to demand trespass for four sheep 
her husband told him to make up the fence. 
Burke said that he would make him take the 
water off as well as the sheep. Her husband 
subsequently left to go for turf with a creel. 
and she did not see him again until he was 
brought in unconscious. 


was no 'row' between them when Burke 
came to demand trespass. 

Dr. Annie McLaughlin stated that death 
was due to hemorrhage on the brain, possibly 
on to blows from some instrument and a 
a)l. 

Superintendent M. J. Higgins, Ballina, 
stated that, after being cautioned, Burke 
made a voluntary statement. He did not 
know that Burke was illiterate. 


BURKE’S STATEMENT. 

In the statement Burke said that while 
he was working at a water table Doherty 
and his son came towards him. Martin 
Doherty had a stone or knife in his hand, 
and said he (Burke) would not interfere with 
the water table. He gave Martin Doherty a

looking for witnesses. Doherty and his 
sop had no business on the road but to 
waylay him. Doherty came three years ago 
with other men te beat him, and called him a 
murderer.

nt Thomas Vaughan, Lahardane, 
stated that when he went to the house of 
Burke about midnight on 9th April Burke 
said: ' They had it well planned. ‘The son 
was there for witness, and then he ran to 
the village for more witnesses. I only gave 
him a e.' >? 

The only witness called for the defence 
was the accused man, who stated that he had 
twenty-four acres of mountain land, and lived 
with his wife and two children.

THE VERDICT.

His evidence 
constituted every element that was necessary 
for self-defence, and if the jury accepted .t,

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Tariffs and Taxation. 


The British tariff policy will be operated 
on a fixed principle. That principle is 
efficiency. If, after a reasonable period of 
trial, any particular duty is found to 
have made no improvement in the industry 
affected by it, the duty will be removed. 
If, on the other hand, it causes a sub- 
stantial increase of employment, or im- 
proves the efficiency of the industry, it 
will be continued, and, if necessary, will 
be increased. So we may gather from 
a statement uf the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee in regard to the iron and steel 
industry. The British view is that tariffs 
are not an end in themselves, but rather 
a means to an end; if the end is not 
accomplished, the tariffs are useless and 
ought to be abandoned. British industry 
is in sorry need of reorganisation. Largely 
as a result of slackness and a gigantic 
eomplacency, it has permitted itself to 
rest, failing to realise that in a world 
of frenzied industrialism there is no rooin 
for rest. At the beginning of this century 
British goods ranked far above the pro- 
ducts of other countries in quality. They 
are as good to-day as they were then, 
but other countries have come into the 
field with commodities which are no whit 
inferior to them. If Britain seeks to 
regain her old supremacy in the world’s 
markets, her industries must be brought 
up to date—and that is precisely the object 
of her new economic policy. 

Britain's soil is ready for the spade. 
Unlike the Free State, she has little 
concern with the establishment of new in- 
dustries. The industries are there, but 
many of them are moribund. Their con- 
dition can be traced to many . sources—

Even if she is compelled 
to draw some of her supplies from foreign 
countries, they will offer her trade con- 
cessions in return, and the balance will 
be adjusted. At all events, she will have 
reached the crisis of her economic illness, 
and may be set on the path torecovery. Yet 
she must not congratulate herself too soon. 
Britain is by no means out of the wood, 
and, heavy as her burden of taxation is, it 
may become heavier before relief appears. 
Whereas the tariffs have yielded their 
estimated revenue up to the present, it 
is a disquieting fact that the number of 
uriemployed in England is showing an 
increase in comparison with last year’s 
figures. We do not lay too much stress 
on a statement made by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain in the House of Commons 
on Wednesday, which was construed to 
that further taxation might 
become necessary during the year; but 
Britain’s leaders are confronted with a 
dilemma. One half of their policy holds 
that industry mustebe reorganised and 
revived to meet better conditions, The 
other half is forced to admit the need of 
taxation, the curse of industry. We can 
only hope that the corner will be turned

Broadcasting. 


When the _ ten-shilling licence was 
introduced in England nine years ago 
broadcasting was still an experiment. 
Already it has become one of the 
inescapable institutions of modern life. 
The report of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation for 1931 shows that over four 
million licences were issued in that year— 
an indication that nearly one million 
homes hitherto deaf to the siren voices 
had succumbed to their blandishments in 
twelve months. Such an increase is par- 
ticularly remarkable at a time when 
almost every other luxury of existence has 
been curtailed ruthlessly. Economies may 
be made in tobacco, visits to the theatre 
may become a rare pleasure, but the | 
householder pays his wireless licence as a 
matter of course. The Corporation’s in- 
creased revenues are balarc:1, to some 
extent, by a greater expenditure on the 
programmes, but it is doubtful whether 
the emergence of broadcasting from the 
toy of 1923 to the necessity of 1932 can be 
altogether to better entertain- 
ment. Criticism of the programmes is 
still as keen in Great Britain as it is in 
the Free State. The real importance of 
broadcasting is the part which it plays in 
the education—and especially the political] 
education—of the race. Experience has 
shown that the human voice reaches the 
consciousness of the public in a way that 
is denied to cold print. It is certain that 
the speeches of the political leaders before 
the microphone last autumn caught the 
attention of thousands who never had 
given a thought to politics before, and 
that the result of the general election was 
influenced thereby. The Free State’s high- 
power station at Moydrum will bring 
Irish programmes within the range of 
the simplest sets, but it must cater for a 
public that becomes more critical as the 
possibilities of broadcasting in national 
education become more apparent. 


The Soldier’s Uniform. 


When the British Army first donned 
khaki the change from martial red to a 
sober dun was regarded as little less than 
a revolution. If the military authorities 
accept the plans for dress reform which 
are before them at present, the popular 
conception of the soldier will suffer a still 
more startling revision. Instead of his 
trim field service cap the reformers 
propose to give him a wide-brimmed hat on 
the Australian model, and his badges in 
future may be worked in worsted. The 
tight jacket is threatened by a proposal to 
introduce a coat which will recall the 
vanished splendours of the Edwardian 
cyclist in his Norfolk jacket. These 
changes will cause some searchings of 
heart, but they are as nothing beside the 
designs of the reformers upon the soldier's 
trousers. One school of thought stands 
for the adoption of modified “‘ plus fours ’ 
—presumably the knickerbockers of a 
simpler age—but the more ardent spirits 
will have no compromise. A _ civilian 
naturally hesitates to express an opinion 
in a controversy which may become a 
battle of giants, but he may meditate with 
awe on the probable reaction of martinets 
of the old school to the suggestion that 
soldiers should wear “ shorts.’’ Opinion 
in the ranks is divided on the subject of 
the reforms. In matters of the kind, of 
course, the sergeant-major plays the part 
of Mrs. Grundy, and, according to the 
Daily Telegraph, the sergeant-major is 
hostile. Such innovations, he says in 
effect, strike at the very heart of dis- 
cipline, On the other hand, the private 
of the line hails them with enthusiasm ;

HE annual deliberations of the General 

I Assembly oí the Presbyterian Church 

in Ireland were continued in the Church 
House here to-day. 

On consideration oí the report on the 
Church House and Assembly Hall, submitted 
by the Clerk (Rev. Dr. Watson), 

Mr. T. J. Kinnear referred to a letter in| 
the há regarding a refusal of the Assembly 
Hall to an organisation which had apphed for 
its use. Application, he said, was made for 
the use of the Assembly Hall for the purpose 
of hearing a lecture by Dr. Gresham Machen, 
of New York. That application, he under- 
stood, was refused, He had heard Dr. 
Machen and read his books, and he thought 
that ministers and teachers could do no 
better than read Dr. Machen’s books. There 
could be only two reasons for refusing appli- 
cation. Either the Assembly Hall committee 
objected to the personality and the books of 
Dr. Gresham Machen, or it objected to the 
organisation which proposed to. bring him 
to that House. In the interests of fair play 
applications of that kind should be con- 
sidered on their merits without regard to 
the organisations making the applications, 
and he did think that the Hall, which was 
a Presbyterian Hall, built. by Presbyterian 
money, largely subscribed in the City of 
Belfast, should be available to every organisa- 
tion o fa Presbyterian character, unless the 
Church Hall Committee had reason to believe 
that something might be done which would be 
inimical to their common.

GENEVA, Thursday. 


HE women of the world are continuing 
their agitation for results from the 
Disarmament Conference, which bids fair 
to get enmeshed in a welter of defini- 
tions. 

Virtually no unanimity of opinion has 
been reached on any subject by the various 
experts comprising “the technical com- 
mittees of the Conference. The divergence 
lies in the question, ' When is a weapon 
offensive ?”’ 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, Chairman of 
the Conference, has received the following 
telegram from the Executive Committee 
of the British Section of the Women’s 
International League : — : 

“The British Women’s  Inter- 
national League, which obtained two 
and a quarter million signatures for 
world disarmament, demands that the 
Conference shall accept the definition 
of aggressive weapons as those recog- 
nised in 1919 in the Peace treaties, 
and urges the Conference to reject the 
dictation of disarmament policy by 
armament experts.”’ 

When the General Committee meets 
next week the chief point of discussion 
will be this problem of defining aggressive 
weapons. 


CONFUSION. 

The special committees on land, sea and 
air armaments have been trying to agree 
on a definition, but there is still con- 
siderable confusion. 

‘‘ Offensive ” aircraft were keenly dis- 
eussed by members of the Air Committee. 
The Committee agreed eventually that 
‘fall ann armaments can be utilised to a 
certain extent in offensive operations with- 
out prejudice to their defensive aims.”

Yesterday the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Primate of All England, preached a 
sermon in the Cathedral. Church of 
Armagh, which is the See of the Primate 
of AllIreland, states The Times editorially 
to-day. Thus the successor of St. Augus- 
tine pays tribute to the memory of St. 
Patrick, who, about a century and a half 
before St. Augustine’s landing on the 
shores of Kent, had founded the first 
cathedral church at Ard Macha, the 
height called after the Irish 
heroine, whose name is all that survives 
from the dim dawn of history. 

Dimmer still; and more ancient by 
several centuries, is the origin of the 
neighbouring fortress of Emania, where 
Kings of - Ulster reigned; but while 
Canterbury’ is still rich in the remains 
of ancient glories, which next week will 
be once more the scene of , the 
annual pious and joyful celebration, 
Armagh has little visible evidence of her 
own great antiquity and fame as a home 
of learning and devotion. ; 

Fire and sword and tempest have again 
and again swept her bare, and the 
cathedral in which the Archbishop of 
Canterbury preached yesterday is largely 
due to the Jabours of comparatively recent 
prelates—especially those of an eighteenth- 
century Archbishop, Richard Robinson, 
first Lord Rokeby of Armagh, who not 
there alone, but in Oxford also, left 
traces of his splendid munificence. But 
in so historic a city and on so notable 
an occasion there is small need of visible 


remains of the past to bring the impres- | 


sion of antiquity and the lesson of con- 
tinuity, and those who were present at 
the ceremonies of yesterday are not likely 
to have felt that St. Patrick, his times 
and his deeds were unimaginably far 
away.

ADDIS ABABA, Thursday. 


(DELAYED BY CENSOR.) 
ISGUISED as a woman, Lij Yasu, the 
deposed Emperor of Abyssinia, has 
escaped from his jailers and is now at 
large in the wilds of the inaccessible 
Gojjam region. 
Lij Yasu was deposed in 1917 and has 
been held in custody by Ras Kassa, a 


' noble whose spiritual orthodoxy gives him 


a great and influential following. It is 
not known whether he was actually a 
party to the escape of Ij Yasn, but he 1s 
now held virtually a prisoner here, 
although the present Emperor, Haile 
Silassie, has hitherto not dared to place 
him under open arrest. 

The Minister of War and a strong force 
have been sent to Gojjam with orders to 
recapture Lij Yasu, but he is believed to 
have assembled a large following, and the 
Government troops are reported to be 
deserting to him. 

The weather is also in his favour, as the 
rainy season has now set in and Gojjam ns 
virtually inaccessible. 


MARCH ON CAPITAL, 

Lij Yasu has proclaimed that after the 
rains he will come to Addis Ababa to 
settle accounts with his enemy, Haile 
Silassie. What may happen then it is 
dificult to say. Certainly, the «present 
Emperor is confronted with a difficult 
situation, as popular discontent seems to 
he coming to a head at an awkward 
moment for the Lion of Judah, 

His arrest of Ras~ Hailu, King of 
Gojjam, a few days ago, took place almost 
immediately after the escape of Lij Yasu, 
and the capital has hardly recovered from 
its surprise at the detention of the father 
of the young Prince, who was engaged to 
the Emperor’s daughter. 

It is said that Ras Hailu’s arrest was 
due to his attempt to furnish arms and 
munitions to Lij Yasu, and that he was 
trapped into admission of his complicity 
by a decoy letter purporting to come from 
Lij Yasu. 


TROUBLE WITH FRANCE. 

With his hands full owing to the plots 
and threats of plots inside his Empire, the 
Emperor has also been involved in difficul- 
ties with the French Government, 

The trouble is understood to have begun 
owing to the action of a Government 
soldier who attacked an employé of the 
French Railway at Diredawa. This em- 
ployé was dragged into the native quarter, 
seriously beaten en route, and was nearly 
unconscious when rescued by the French 
Consul. The employé’s wife and child 
were also seriously injured, and are still 
detained in hospital.

TRAFFIC AND OTHER 
PROVISIONS. 


Mr. GEOGHEGAN, Minister for Justice. 
moved the second reading of the Eucharistic 
Congress (Miscellaneous Provisions) Bill. 

Section 2, he said, empowered the Revenue 
Commissioners to allow into the Saorstat, free 
of duty, motor "buses imported by the resi- 
dents of the Free State if it could be shown 
that they would be used here for the period 
of the Congress and then exported. An order 
had already been made by the Minister for 
Finance giving a somewhat similar concession 
to motor cars and ‘buses imported by persons 
not resident in the Irish Free State. There 
would undoubtedly be big problems in con- 
nection with transport and traffic, and it 
seemed that the only practical way to deal 
with them was to give almost autocratic 
authority over transport to the Commissioner 
of the Garda. Other sections gave power to 

rmit the use of certain vehicles that had not 
een licensed and to authorise persons to 
drive motor vehicles although they hau not 
driving. licences. The general idea of this 
was to empower the Minister for Loca: 
Government and Public Health to deal with 
any situation that might arise during the 
Congress period. Licensed houses were dealt 
with under Section 8. It had been conceded 
by everyone that existing hours might not be 
found suitable during the Congress in Dublin 
and the surrounding areas. After thorough 
investigation it had been decided to give very 
wide powers of discretion to a Circuit Court 
judge to. fix different hours in different areas 
affected by the Congress. In regard to the 
split hours, it was thought desirable that an 
officer of the Garda should suggest to the 
judge that he should make an order 
permitting the opening of licensed houses 
in the County Borough of Dublin 
between 2234 p.m. and 3.30 p.m. 
A certain judge would also have the power, im 
his discretion, to give an extension of the 
licensing hours, possibly for two hours in the 
evening. 


EXEMPTION ORDERS, 

Section 9 dealt with exemptions. Many 
e coming to the Congress would be living 

in tels in the suburbs, and it would be 
necessary to make some arrangement for 
exemption orders. This sectwu., tverefore, 
wotld give power to the judge to grant exemp- 
tions to hotels within a radius of twenty miles 
of Dublin.

OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


TRADE UNIONISTS’ CLAIMS. 


Mr. RUTTLEDGE, on behalf of the 
Minister for Finance, moved that it was ex- 
pedient to authorise the payment 6ut of 
moneys provided by the Oireachtas of any 
expenses incurred in the payment of pensions 
under any Act of the present ccssion to 
amend the Old-Age Pensions Act, 1908 to 
1928, and the Blind Pensions Act, 1920. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that two amendments 

submitted in his name had been ruled out of 
order by reason of the fact that they would im- 
pose a charge greater than that contemplated 
by the Minister, He desired to say that he had 
been anxious that an old-age pensioner living 
within the Border should ™ able to go into 
Northern Ireland counties on a visit without 
being deprived of his pension during his 
absence. In his second amendment he had 
pointed out that a tradesman who received 
a superannuation allowance of, say, 6s. a 
week from his union was apt to have that 
allowance taken into account when his old-age 
pension was being assessed. That was isiconsis- 
tent with the spirit of the present bill, In the 
case of persons who dispossessed themselves 
of farms of 100 to acres, and had a 
capital sum of £327 it was possible to get an 
old-age pension of 10s. a week. They should 
not discriminate to the disadvantage of the 
tradesman or the man with a craft. 
Mr. HAYES (C. na nG., National Univer- 
sity) said that the old-age pensioner deserve 
ing of most sympathy was the dweller in 
Dublin, who was entirely dependent on the 
pension, Such a person belonging to a trade 
union would have been used toa fair standard 
of living, but when at the age of 70 he 
applied for the old age pension an allowance 
made to him by his union would be taken 
into account, and prevent him from getting 
the pension. 

Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Labour, Cork) sub- 
mitted that the hard-working and thrifty 
tradesman had a right to expect at least the 
treatment extended under this Act to 
farmers. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Ind. Lab.. Tipperary) 
said that it was much more essential that 
the allowance should be given to applicants 
for old age pensions in the cities and towns 
than to those in the rural areas. Those in 
the rural areas had far more advantages than 
Eois who lived in cities like Dublin and 

ork. 


VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS. 


Mr. WOLFE (Ind., West Cork) appealed 
to the Parliamentary Secretary to make it 
clear that voluntary contributions should not 
be taken into account in estimating the 
person's means. He had known cases in 
which the flow of charity had been stopped 
by the fear of interfering with the old age 
pensions 

Dr. WARD (Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Local Government) explained 
that they had already provided that tem- 
porary absence from the Saorstat for a period 
of six months would not be counted against 
the payment of a pension. A pension given 
by an employer in gratitude for long service 
would not be counted in estimating a 
person's means, or deprive him of the ie al 
| right to a pension: If a person was Ma 
entitied to a retiring allowance of 20s. or 
30s. a week from any source, he did not feel 
that it was for the Government to provide 
such a person with an old age pension, 

Mr, ANTHONY said that this would rule 
vut the thrifty trade unionists who had been 
subscribing to a superannuation fund for 
many years, and who were entitled to a 
pension from that fund. | 
_ Mr. MINCH asked what was the position 
In regard to army pensioners? 

Dr. WARD said that a farmer who from 
another source was legally entitled to 10s. 
would receive 5s. as an old age pension. 

Mr. ANTHONY intimated that he would 
challenge the Labour Party on the question 
| of thrifty trade unionists who were entitled, 
say, to 15s. a week superannuation, being 
deprived of an old age pension. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) said that Mr. 
Anthony ought to tell the House the number 
of trade unionists who were paying into a 
superannuation fund, and how many trade 
unjonists in the country had such superannua- 
tion funds 
Mr. ANTHONY replied that he could not 
give the number who were paying into 
superannuation funds, but he could give the 
names of a number of trade unions that had 
such funds; they included the Amalgamated 
Engineers’ Union, the Woodworkers. the 
Vehicle Builders, the Typographical Society, 
Dublin, and several others. ; 

Mr. HOGAN—Can Mr. Anthony say how 
many members paid into the funds. 

Mr. ANTHONY—It is impossible to give 
offhand the number. It might be 50.000 or 
(00.000, but that was not the point. He had 
had representations on the matter from trade 
wt eS in Dublin, Cork, Limeriek and Water- 
ord.

OLYMPIC GAMES’ GRANT. 
On the motion of Mr. MacENTEE, Minister 


for Finance, it was agreed to grant a sum 
not exceeding £1,000 to the Irish Olympic 
Council towards the cost of sending a team 
to Los Angeles for the Olympic Games. 

It was intended to send fourteen com- 
petitors, and the total cost would be about 

2,500. This was the third time that Ireland 
had separate representation. In 1924 the 
gu eas of a small team to Paris were 

rayed by public subscription. When they 
went to Amsterdam in 1 the State con- 
tributed £1,000. An attempt would be made 
to have handball ni for the purpose 
of an Olympic contest. The Games were being 
held in a country where the Irish population 
was extensive,

Mr. EVERETT (Lab., bic said that 
he did think that £150,000 should be pro- 
vided- for Dublin alone. The seriousness of 
the situation in the country should be recog- 
nised. A number of tho public bodits were 
already so overburdened that they were un- 
able to meet the Government on a fifty-fifty 
basis for the financing of schemes. 

Mr. McNALLY To na nG., Mayo, South) 
asked for the provision of funds for the drain- 
age of the-river Robe, and three othar rivers 
in his constituency. He said that there was 
a deal of work to be done in road- 
making and fencing the lands in possession 
of the Land Commission.

Mr. MONGAN (C. na nG.), speaking in 
Irish, said that a large portion of this money 
should be set aside for the small roads used 
by the man with the horse. Last year a 
quarter of a million was given. This year 
they got only £150,000. They should get at 
least four times as much.

Mr. FLYNN (F.F., Kerry) appealed for a

Mr. O’SHAUGHNESSY (Limerick) urged 
that the roads of the County Limerick should 
be immediately tackied. 

Mr, GOREY (C. na nG.) said there should 
be no restrictions by trades unions. Lower 
wages would ensure the employment of more 
men. 

Mr. RODDY (C. na nGaedheal, Sligo- 
Leitrim) considered that some of the grant 
could be usefully expended by the Land Com- 
mission in road making and drainage. 

Mr. MINCH (C. na nGaedheal, Kildare) 
asked for a larger grant for his constituency, 
where, he said, there was greater unemploy- 
ment than in any constituency in the Saorstat. 

Dr. O'HIGGINS (C. na nGaedheal, Leix- 
Offaly).thought that the greater portion of 
the grant should be spent in the country, 
where there was depression and unemploy- 
ment. He asked for money to be spent on 
the Wolfhill collieries. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (C. na nGaed- 
heal), N. Mayo) asked how much money 
would be allocated to rural areas. to town 
areas, and how much to the city. As a 
result of the Hospital Sweepstakes between 
£5,000,000 and £4,000,000 would be spent on 
building in Dublin. Holles street Hospital 
had started its new building, and others 
would soon begin. In a short time the build- 
ing trade in Dublin would be in a most 
flourishing condition. Therefore, a very con- 


siderable amount of the grant should be 


allocated to the rural areas. 

Mr. O'NEILL (C. na nGaedheal, West 
Cork) said that road schemes were most 
suitable for providing manual work. The small 
towns had suffered very severely during the last 
ten years. The markets in most of them had 
been destroyed by the travelling shops. The 
evacuation of the British Army had been a 
severe blow to some of the towns. That was 
the price they paid for freedom. Such towns 
ought not be forgotten when this fund was 
being allocated, Another serious cause of 
distress in places along the coast was the 
failure of the fishing industry. 


TOURIST ROADS’ MAINTENANCE. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) suggested 
that the Government should see that the 
roads which linked the tourist districts to 
gether should be maintained in somewhat the 
same style as the roads in the tourist dis. 
tricts themselves. 

Mr. O"HANLON (Independent, Cavan) 
considered that the best way in which em- 
ployment could be given to a fair number of 
men would be by concentrating on the by- 
roads and cul-de-sacs. 

Mr. KISSANE (F.F., Kerry) said that the 


roads leading to some of the most beautiful 


scenery in Kerry were in a condition that, 


made them almost impassable. 

Mr. F. LYNCH (©. na nG., Kerry) said 
that under previous relief schemes there were 
a namber ot road schemes which were not 
completed before all the money was spent. 
These roads should now be completed. Many 
roads leading to bogs were in reality public 
utility roads, and even if the County 
Councils would not accept responsibility for 
their construction, they should assume re- 
sponsibility for their maintenance after they 
were constructed.

GREETINGS FROM SISTER 
CHURCH. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Cosmo Gordon Lang, 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Primate of ail 
England, was the preacher. Taking as his 
text, Hebrews XIII., 7 and 8—‘' Remember 
them . who have spoken unto you the 
word of God; whose faith follow, considering 
the end of their conversation. . Jesus Christ 
the same yesterday, and to-day, and for 
ever ’’—he said :—From the Church of Augus- 
tine, the mother Church of the English, 
come to-day to the Charck of Patrick, the 
mother Church of the Irish, bringing from 
a younger to an elder sister greeting and 

ediction in the Lord. It is a joy and 

ilege te joing with you in making thank- 
al remembrance: of the humble-minded yet 
heroic Ambassador of Christ who, 1,500 years 

, landed on your shores, bringing the light 
of the Christian Faith. I rejoice the more that 
we are making this remembrance on the day 
of St. Columba—that other great-hearted 
missionary, afire, like St. Patrick, with 
faith and courage, who, 12 — years 
later, carried to Scotland,. and whose 
disciples carried to England, the torch which 
St. Patrick had lit in Ireland. On this day, 
therefore, with special fitness, England and 
Scotland are united with Ireland in thankful 
commemoration of its Patron Saint. 

The whole Christian folk will join in this 
commemoration. Let it be no occasion for 
controversy. Divided though they be in their 
religious allegiance, they all look back to St. 
Patrick as their father in the Christian Faith. 
In the remembrance of the love of their 
country which burned within him, of the 
loyalty to the one Christ which was the 
passion of his life, they will surely find 
behind all differences a bond of fellowship. 


**PATRICK, THE SINNER.”’ 


St. Patrick is no mere venerated name. 
Across the long spaces of these 1,500 years, 
behind all the mists, 6ften ‘golden mists, of 
the legends which have gathered around him, 
we can still come into touch with a per- 
sonality, real, living, lovable. As in the case 
of St. Paul, the first great Christian 
missionary, with whom in character and 
labour he had so many striking points of 
likeness, in the writings of St. Patrick, few 
though they be, we can still feel the glow of 
his soul, the conflicts of his emotions, the 
stress of passions and hopes and fears, of 
spiritual trials and triumphs, just as if a 
teal and livin 
is a man like St. Paul, very humble— 
“ Patrick the sinner,’ as he calls himself— 
very conscious of his weaknesses and his 
want of learning—the “‘ rusticity ’’ on which 
he dwells with pathetic repetition in his 
confession—yet assured of, and not afraid to 
assert, his authority as one called and sent 
Oy God; very sensitive to criticism, yet 
always eager to vindicate himself. If we 
ask: Can we discern through all the vicissi- 
tudes of his character and his life one 
dominating motive and power? may we not 
answer: It was a passionate faith in, and 
loyalty to, Jesus Christ as a living and ever- 
present Person? 

lt was this living Christ who visited the 
captive lad as he tended the flocks in the 
wood of Foclut, and moved his heart to 
peers *‘in snow, in frost, in rain.” It was 

e who bade him escape from his captivity, 
He who spoke to him in the voices which 
called him back to the land of his captivity, 
He who sent him thither, so that, as he says, 
“he should faithfally be of service to the 
nation to whom the Ae oí Christ conveyed 
him.” At a time of great temptation he 
tells us: ‘‘ I was helped by Christ my Lord''; 
when he was in a rapture of prayer he heard 
a voice: “He who laid down His life for 
thee: He it is Who speaketh within thee,’’ 
When he went forth from the hill where he 
had kindled the Easter fire to confront the 
heathen king with his lords and his druids 
in the halls of Tara—surely one of the most 
dramatic scenes in history—it was Christ 
whom he invoked for his guardianship: 
“ Christ with me, Christ before me, Christ 
behind me, Christ in me.” 


THE CHANGING WORLD. 


Fifteen hundred years have passed. The 
world of St. Patrick—its violence, its 
ignorance, its superstition—has vanished. 

nly the unchanging instincts and needs of 
humanity and the ever insoluble mysteries of 
the universe remain.

moments a sinister spirit enters of fear and 
jealousy and narrow nationalism. 

Nothing in my own public life has impre--od 
me more than the fact that statesmen and 
men “of, business have, within the Jast few 
months, said to me, often almost in the same 
words: ' With all our efforts we can ft 
no further so long as the old spirit prevails. 
Our only hope is that a new spirit may 
come.” Every thinking man knows what 
that new spirit must be. 1t must be a spirit 
which leads all nations frankly to recognise 
that the good ofeach is the good of all, ‘he 
hurt. of each the hurt of all; to think, there- 
fore, not of their own things only, b-+ also 
of the things of others; to be willing to give 
to other nations, even former enemies, the 
benefits which they desire for themselves, to 
work together, not as rivals, but as partners, 
in one common effort for the common weal. 
What is this but the spirit of Christ? On 
it the very future of civilisation seems to 
depend. But if it is to prevail, then through- 
out Christendom Christian citizens must 
revive their fai. in a reigning 
Christ. 


THE CHURCH’S NEED. 

Lastly, within the Church itself is there 
not need of keeping alive in its heart this 
intimate and personal remembrance of the 
living and ever-present Christ? Certainly I 
know the need in my own life. In recent 
years we have been led—as by many move- 
ments of thought, not leagt by the last Lam- 
beth Conference—to widen and deepen our 
whole conception of God. We are to think of 
Him no ionger merely as a Great Being 
dwelling in awful majesty apart from a 
universe which He created, but as Himself 
verily present in all its manifold and wonder- 
life, the source and sustainer of the ever 
creative eyolution which ceagelessly moves 
within it. We are learning that He not 
only reveals Himself in the Suas of history, 
but also, if with less clearness and simplicity, 
in all the vast processes of the universe which 
science discloses, in its beauty, in the thoughts 
and aspirations and men as they seek to 
express themselve in philosophy and poetry 
and art. For these higher and wider con- 
ceptions of God we may well be thankful. 
But let them. not draw us away from that 
ersonal union with the living Christ which 
has ever been the inmost core of Christianity. 

Our Christian life can only reach its full 
height of adoring thankfulness when we can 
rt of us say with St. Paul and St. Patrick, 
“The Son of God who loved me and gave 
Himself for me.” The sense of possessing a 
sreat liberating gm@rpose for life, the joy of 
findin a service which proves itself to be a 
perfect freedom, the knowledge of a strength 
greater than our own, ever at hand to 
fortify in the midst of the trials, temptations, 
and mysteries: of life—all this comes only 
when we accept the living Christ as our own 
personal Lord, Master, Comrade. Here, surely 
we have cause to thank Him for his wonderfu 
giftin the Sacrament of Holy Communion ; for 
then we know by the assurance of His own 
word that He is present with us, and person 
to person we can bind ourselves to Him. 


ST. PATRICK’S WORDS. 

Let me sum up what I have tried most im. 
perfectly to say in the words of St. Patrick 
himself; for there is no reason to doubt that 
they are his.

this evening, when a large congregation 
witnessed the dedication of a tympanum cf 
St. Patrick” above the entrance to the new 
Chapel of the Holy Spirit, the gift of Mr. 
Edwin Henry Shaw. 

The. Dean of Belfast. (th: Very Bev. H. R. 
Brett, M.A.) requested the Bishop of Down 
and Connor and Dromore (Dr. Grierson) ro 
dedicate the tympanum, which depicts, jn 
mosaic, the coming of St. Patrick to Ireland. 

THE SERMON. 

After the dedication a sermon was ey 
by the Bishop of Birmingham (Dr. Barnes). 

Dr. Barnes said that it was his first visit 
to Ireland, and that he came on the invita- 
tion of the Archbishop of Armagh and their 
own Bishop and Dean. He came unofficially, 
but he knew. that he spoke alike for liberal 
Churchmen and evangelicals in the Church 
of England, and when he said that, he 
rejoiced that they should do honour, to St, 
Patrick, “i : ; 

Wa share. your regard íor the Saint; his 
creed is ours, and we admire him as one 
of the pioneers of Western civilisation, he 
said. The Saint appears to have cm aoe 
chiefly the North and West of Ireland. He 
rightly deserves to be called the Chief Apostle 
ot Ireland, and I like to remember that’ he 
was canonised, not at. Rome, but by: regard 
of the Ivish people. 

Experts are agreed that the Saint left 
behind him two genuine works—the Epistle 
to the followers of Coroticus, and, much more 
significant, his Confession, or the vindication 
of his life-work. 1 do not hesitate to say 
that I personally am drawn to the Saint, 
prmmarily by his creed, which finds a place 


early in the Gonfession, and also by his 


conviction of Divine guidance, a result of 
that possibility of direct access to God 
which was rightly emphasised at the 
Reformation. We should all — that a 
creed is necessary for a Church. No religious 
body can sugvive disintegration unless its 
members have a common faith which serves 
as a basis of unity; but any creed as the 
expression of such a faith will reflect the 
knowledge, the temper, the peculiar interests 
and disputes of the era in which it is framed, 
The most satisfactory creed is that which so 
rises above the local and temporal as to have 
the quality of timelessness. 


THE THREE CREEDS. 

Our three official Creeds are more or less 
unsatisfactory to-day. The Apostles’ Creed 
has obvious references to the time when men 
accepted a three-story picture of a flat 
universe, with heaven above and hell beneath. 
The Nicene Creed attempts to explain the 
Incarnation by a philosophy of substance 
which is hardly intelligible to us with our 
different categories. e Athanasian Creed 
has clauses relating to the damnation of those 
who do not believe its obscure and difficult 
propositions which offend most lay church 
people, and of which Archbishop Tait, of 
Canterbury, said that ‘‘Nobody in the 
Church of England takes them in their plain 
and literal sense.’ 

We might have expected that St. Patrick's 
creed would be in substance either the 
Apostles or the Nicene Creed, and a learned 
Insh clergyman would for this reason assign 
St. Patrick’s life and labour to the second 
century after Christ. Though I do not think 
that this reversal of tradition can be main- 
tained, the fact remains that St. Patrick has 
left a Creed «@ his own, and it has, to a 
peculiar degrag, that quality of timelessness 
which, as I have said, the ideal Creed ought 
to possess. 

I say, without fear of contradition, that 
Modernists and Liberal Evangelicals woald 


tothe Creeds which we normally use. 
shows a quality of mind and spirit only to Le 
found in the t type of active evangelist, 
and there must have gone to its making a 
critical understanding rare in the successful 
missionary, who is, of necessity, a practical 
man of affaira, ; 


GRASP OF ESSENTIALS. 

St. Patrick, if we may judge by his Creed, 
had a remarkable grasp of religious essentials, 
and with this grasp there went the instinct 
which led him to avoid over-assertion and 
disputable fact. That he was successful in 
his missionary work, and that he thereby 
proved his personal courage and administra- 
tive ability, none can doubt Such greatness 
Is affirmed: by the glamour by which popular 
legend has surrounded his name. Lut his 
Creed makes it clear that, in spite of the 
barbarous Latin in which he wrote, he was 
a religious thinker of fine quality. 

Further, as I have already indicated, the 
excellence of St. Patrick a religious thought 
was undoubtedly due to his deep and true 
religious experience. Plainly, from his Con- 
fession, he was certain that God had guided 
him at critical moments of his life. It is a 
conviction that many 
had, and I, personally, have no doubt that 
such answers to rayer as came to St. 
Patrick are received from God. Men can, 
of course, only too easily mistake their own 
‘lesiryes for the will of God, and we must 
always test what seems to be Divine guid- 
ance by the knowledge that God will never 
lead men away from righteousness or truth. 
St. Patrick records simply, but convine- 
ingly, how his own life was so directed in 
answer io prayer—that his mission to Ire- 
fand was made both possible and successful. 

His narrative is free from extravagance. 
Through it there runs the knowledge that, 
without mediation of priest or sacrament, 
man can approach God, who will both guide 
and protest those who call upon Him. This 
knowledge, so important an element in ‘true 
religion, St, Patrick derived from a religious 
axperience, which I believe to have been 
both genuine aud profound. 


HOMAGE TO HIS GREATNESS.

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Last night’s meeting of the Conference wag 
devoted to the Foreign Missionary work, 
Mr. E. C. Barber, M.A., London, Lay Repre- 
sentative from the British Wesleyan Con- 
ference, who presided, said that the Metho- 
dist Church was the greates’ Protestang 
Church in the world, as they had over 
40,000,000 members. The biggest force in the 
Protestant message to China to-day was that 
of the Methodists.
